Washington.—With the final official 
statement that twenty-one passengers, 


two of whom were Americans, lost 
their lives when the White Star liner 
Arabic was sunk by a German sub- 
marine off Fastnet August 20, the 
question whether the vessel was con- 
voyed by the British government be- 
comes the keynote to the new crisis 
between the United States and Ger- 
many.

London—The big White Star line 
steamer Arabic, formerly a_ favorite 
ship of the Liverpool-Boston service, 
but which on her present trip was on 
the way to New York, was torpedoed 
and sunk by a German submarine at 
9:15 o’cloeck Thursday morning, Arfgust 
19, southeast of Fastnet. 

The steamer, according to a state- 
ment of the White Star line, was at- 
tacked without warning, and went down 
in ten minutes. Of the 423 persons on 
board—18} passengers and 242 members 
of the crew—thirty-two are missing and 
are believed to have perished. Most of 
those who have not been accounted for 
belong to the crew. Only six of the 
passengers are reported missing. 

Whether any of those not aceounted 
for are Americans has not yet been de- 
termined, but there were only twenty- 
Bix citizens of the United States on 
board, twenty-two being in the seeond 
cabin and four in the steerage. 

The Arabic carried no first-elass pas- 
sengers, having lately been turned into 
a two-class liner. 

The survivors left the steamer in the 
ship’s boats and were picked up later 
by passing vessels, arriving in Queens- 
town Thureday night, August 19. They 
are being accommodated by the White 
Star line in hotels and boarding-houses 
in the little town which, so short a time 
ago, cared for the survivors and the 
dead of the Lusitania.

Mexican Ruler Approved by 
Wilson Will Be Recognized 


Washington.—Great Britain and the 
other powers interested in Mexico 
have informed the Administration 
that they will recognize any Man as 
the head of the Mexican government 
who is approved by the United States. 

This policy has been outlined in a 
verbal communication to the State 
Department, 

It was learned August 20 that a 
definite understanding has been 
reached. 

Great Britain has informed the 
State Department that she has no 
interest in the matter other than to 
see peace and order restored and 
will follow the lead of this country. 
That the Central and South Ameri- 
can republics will do the same is as- 
sured. 

Statements issued August 20 by the 
Carranza headquarters in this city 
indicate plainly that Carranza and 
hig generals will not heed the ap 
peals of the recent A. B. C. con- 
ference for the adoption of meas 
ures that will speedily restore peace. 

Communications from  Carranza’s 
officers in the field indicate that it is 
their purpose to resist any  iuter- 
ference by this Government and the 
other American republics in Mexican 
affairs. 

This defiance makes the situation 
with regard to Mexico once more 
acute.

ABE RUEF IS FREED: 
SENT T0 MENDOCINO 


Ninety Days in Hills Is Voluntary 
Sentence of the Former — 
Big Political Boss 


San Franciseo—Abe Ruef’s applica- 
tion for parole was granted by the 
Board of State Prison Direetors August 
21. The former political boss went di 
rent to Mendocino, where he will stay 
ninety days. <A voluntary condition of 
his release was that he would remain 
away from San Francisco until after 
the municipal election. 

While Ruef was not to be officially 
notified of his parole until the names 
of prisoners whose petitions were sue- 
cessful were posted on the prison bulle- 
tin board, he knew that his application 
was to be granted. He came away from 
the meeting of the Directors smiling 
happily. His name was thirteenth on 
the list of applicants. 

Ruef was sentenced to fourteen years 
in San Quentin for extortion. He en- 
tered the prison on March 7, 1911. With 
credits his term would ‘have been re- 
duced to eight years and _ nineteen 
months and would have expired January 
20, 1920. On August 7 he had served 
half of his sentence, which is required 
by the Prison Directors before a parole 
may be sought. He has been a model 
prisoner, according to Warden Johnston.

GREW TRAPPED FOR 71 
HOURS IN. SUBMARINE 


Several Die of Exhaustion Before 
Machinery is Repaired 


Milan.—The Italian submarine Ne- 
reid, which the Austrians asserted 
they had sunk, has arrived safely at a 
port in the Adriatic, having escaped 
from the Austrian warships. Her crew 
suffered a nerve-racking ordeal 
through the fact that the Nereid was 
compelled to remain under water for 
70 hours because of an accident to her 
machinery, the commander of the sub- 
mersible and three men of the crew 
dying from exhaustion. 

The submerged men worked without 
rest for the 70 hours, at which time 
the repairs were completed and the 
vessel ruse to the surface. ‘She imme- 
diately headed for 
base. Two more of 
the way to port.

MRS. BRUGUIERE’S BODY

New York—The body of Mrs. Joseph- 
ine L. Bruguiere, one of the two Ameri- 
cans lost with the Arabic, has been 
found, the White Star line anounced 
August 21. The body will be brought 
to America and buried in the famil 
plot in San Francisco 
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miralty concerning the battle reads as 
follows:

“Ou she evening” br the 19th, in 
Moon sound, the Russian gunboats 
Sivutch and Koreets were sunk by ar- 
tillery fire and torpedo boats, after 
brave resistance. Forty niembers of 
the crews, including two officers, some 
severely wounded, were rescued by our 
torpedo boats, 


London.—On top of the news that 
the fortress of Novo Georgiesvsk, the 
last of the great strongholds in Po- 
land, had fallen into the hands of 
the Germans, comes the announce 
ment from Petrograd August 20 that 
a German fleet has penetrated the 
Gulf of Riga and is waging a violent 
battle against the Russian ships de 
fending the eoast, 

The sea battle, for the possession 
of the great Riga port, is the most 
important conflict on water since the 
beginning of the war, and aeroplanes, 
hydroplanes and submarines, as well 
as monster battleships and cruisers, 
are assembled for the attack, 

From Petrograd comes the an- 
nouncement that the plans to move 
the capital of Russian to Moscow, the 
ancient capital, are considered a pos- 
sibility. Furthermore, Grand Duke 
Nicholas ig reported to have aban- 
doned his idea of forming a second 
line of defense back of the Brest- 
Litovsk line. It is believed to be his 
plan now to make his final stand 
against the invaders farther in the 
interior of Russia. 

Novo Georgiesvsk, a wonderfu! sys- 
tem of earthen defenses, was crumbled 
by the rapid volley of big shells 
which the Teuton army sent ahead. 
More than 20,000 men of the 85,000 
in® the garrison were captured, ac- 
cording to the claims of the Teuton 
allies which have just been received 
here. 

The taking of this great stronghold 
has demonstrated the power of the 
big siege guns of the Kaiser. Here- 
tofore he has been waging battle 
against cupola forts, but war stu- 
dents wondered if Novo Georgiesvsk, 
supposed to be the strongest earthen 
fortress in the world, would succumb 
to the attack of the monster guns. 

In England is was said the forts 
could hold out three months, and 
the news of the Teuton success was 
a surprise to army men familiar 
with conditions there. 

After the fall of Kovno Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg’s army com- 
menced again an offensive along the 
whole front from the Gulf of Riga to 
Kovno, with the object of taking 
Riga and the whole Warsaw-Petro- 
grad railway from Vilna northward, 

He is, meeting with stubborn re 
sistance and may be denied the pos- 
session of Riga, unless the German 
fleet succeeds. 

South of Kovno as far as Grodno 
the Russian armies fell back toward 
the Nieman river, and according to 
the German official account they are 
offering fresh resistance in the hope 


of preventing or delaying the en- 


velopment of the northern flank of 
the Brest-Litovek line, 

Along the western front there have 
been some spurts of liveliness in the 
fighting, but nothing that could be 
called a battle,

Now, as a result of selective 
breeding, it is acquiring an elongated 
cranium with a rounded dome. The 
improvement of its intelligence ac- 
complished by this means is declared 
to be surprising. Its brain is bigger 
and has more room for thoughts. 

The “homer” is the only bird that 
is bred by man for the improvement 
of its mind. Other pigeons are propa- 
gated for color, plumage and _ inci- 
dental “points.” Not so the homing 
variety. What is chiefly required of 


it is intelligence and memory—though, 
in addition, it must possess strength, 
endurance and swiftness of flight. 
It must have a big chest, with strong

filght-muscles; also broad tail feath- 
ers, and long, broad wings. Yet an- 
other essential qualification is keen 
eyesight. 

Only a few years ago a homing 
flight of 500 miles ina day was thought. 
phenomenal; today flights of 600 or 
even 800 miles in 24 hours are not 
very uncommon. In one recent in- 
stance a “homer” accomplished a 
flight of 1,800 miles—some days be 
ing required, however, to cover the 
distance. It should be understood 
that the pigeon files only in the day. 
time, resting at night. But another 
important point to consider is that the 
bird, in flying, usually travels a far 
greater distance than the shortest 
route between the place of departure 
and its destination. It does much cir 
cling and makes wide detours, scan- 
ning the country over which it passes 
and looking for familiar landmarks to 
guide it. 

This is where memory—as well as 
eyesight—comes in. The bird does 
not find its home by “instinct,” but 
by its remembrance of landmarks— 
rivers, towns and the general config- 
uration of the terrain. 

The common pigeon has the im- 
pulse to fly home, but it cannot find 
its way thither from any great dis- 
tance because it lacks the requisite 
intelligence and memory power. In 
the “homer” this impulse has been 
greatly strengthened through breed- 
ing—so much so, indeed, that it wil? 
leave nest and young to get back to 
the place where it belongs. 

A homing pigeon cannot be sent 
from its home to another place. It 
will fly home, and in no other direc- 
tion. At first it is trained for short 
distances, in the near neighborhood 
of its home. Then it is liberated at 
greater and increasing distances—25 
miles away, 50 miles away, 100 miles 
away, and so on. But, for these per- 
formances, it is always shipped from 
home in the same direction. On a 
new route it would be lost. 

The carrier pigeon is misnamed; it 
is the “homer” that carries messages. 
The latter has been derived through 
the interbreeding of several different 
varieties, chief among which are the 
carrier, the dragoon, the owl pigeon, 
and the swift smerle. 

The processes of evolution as mod!- 
fied by human control have had no 
more remarkable illustration than 
that afforded by the domesticated 
pigeons, all the varieties of which— 
fantails, pouters, tumblers and the 
rest—are descended from one original 
kind of bird, the “blue rock.” But 
the “homer” is the only pigeon in 
which the special alm of breeders has 
been to develop the intellect. ‘
